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Little League Loses To Texas

WILLIAMSPORT, PENN.—And- 
over National’s dream of a World 
Series championship faded Wednes- 
day morning as Spring, Texas, de- 
feated the first team from 
Massachusetts to appear here by a 
score of 8-2. 


And while manager Jim Arnold 
may have been somewhat saddened, 
that disappointment may turn to joy. 
By the end of the game, he was 
whisked out of the ball park and 
flown to Brigham and Women’s Hos- 
pital in Boston to be with his wife, 
Beth, who was expected to deliver a 
child sometime Wednesday. 


The game was scheduled to be 
played Tuesday evening at 5, but 
was rained out and started at 10 a.m. 
on Wednesday. Unfortunately for 
Andover, the team’s vaunted hitting 
attack failed in the end. Jason Pow- 
ell, Texas pitcher, surrendered only 
four hits over the six-inning game. 

Meanwhile, walks and errors hurt 
the Andover defense. Starting pitch- 
er Toby Guzowski walked three in 
the first inning, coupled with a pair 
of singles, led to three opening-in- 
ning runs. 

The third inning was equally dev- 
astating: six walks, a double and a 
single, combining for four runs. 
Guzowski was relieved at two and 
two-thirds innings; and Todd Harris 
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pitched to one batter. Matt Alcott 
finished up that inning without any 
further damage. 

Andover fans, who occupied a 
good portion of the first base side of 
the field, lent plenty of support by 
standing after every inning, giving 
the young players an enthusiastic 
hand and lending encouragement. 

Andover made a bit of a run in the 
second inning when Brian Flanagan 
led with a double, advanced to third 
when Paul Allard scored on an error 
and Rick Saggese singled. Although 
they had the bases loaded, they were 
unable to score that inning. It was 
the only major threat thoughout the 
game from the Andover team. 


Despite the loss, the Andover 
boys, led by coach Red Harris and 
manager Arnold, will be here until 
the final game on Saturday and will 
be playing a consolation game be- 
fore then. Saturday’s game at 4 p.m. 
will be telecast nationally.

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The state gave Andover a $765,000 
grant through the state’s Community De- 
velopment Action grant program Tues- 
day.

CDAG funds will pay 
for the installation of new traffic signals, 
relocation of electric power lines, side- 
walk repair and replacement, landscap- 
ing improvements and new curbing along 
York Street. 

Tierney praised the town and the 
Brickstone Properties Group, which is 
sponsoring the Shawsheen Mills redevel- 
opement project, ‘‘for their commitment 
to providing economic opportunities for 
the citizens of the Merrimack Valley.” 

“This project will help ensure that the 
historic Shawsheen Mills are completely 
renovated,”’ Tierney said. 

Tierney’s visit was made as part of the 
Dukakis administration’s annual regional 
government days.

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Debut Novel Creates Stir—But Not At Writer’ S Home

Mary McGarry Morris just published 
her first novel. It’s been praised by The 
New York Times, The Los Angeles Times 
and Writer’s Digest. A producer wants to 
put the book on screen. 


But for Morris, life on Abbot Street 
hasn’t changed that much on the outside. 
“The phone still rings more for Amy than 
it does for me. That’s far more important 
for a 14-year-old,” Morris said. Amy is 
the youngest of Morris’ five children. 


Outside her circle of family and 
friends, not many people had every heard 
of Mary McGarry Morris. This summer 
changed all that. That’s when Morris’ de- 
but novel, Vanished, appeared in print. 


“Tt didn’t seem like it was mine,’’ Mor- 
ris said. ‘“‘I was so used to dealing with 
manuscripts, then galleys. But then I 
started reading it. One time, I was sup- 
posed to meet my husband for dinner, and 
he called and said, ‘What are you doing?’ 
I said, ‘I’m reading—believe it or not— 
my book.’”’ 


You’d never guess Morris is the author 
of Vanished. Its characters are not the 
people you’d meet in downtown Andover. 
Aubrey Wallace, a simple Vermont labor- 
er, and Dotty Johnson, a wild, abused 
teenager, collide one day, and their lives 
from then on are hand to mouth, an itiner- 
ant existence on diner food and what they 
can earn at flea markets. 


Along the way, Dotty kidnaps an 18- 
month-old baby she and Aubrey call Can- 
ny, who becomes the key to the tragedy 
that ensues. The odd ‘“‘family’”’ ends up 
setting up temporary house in a seedy 
cabin run by ex-convict Jiggy Huller. Hul- 
ler and Dotty plot to get ransom money 
from Canny’s natural parents—a scheme 
that winds the book up to its suspenseful 
and wrenching climax. 


Although Morris makes you sympa- 
thize with all of the people she creates, 
the focal character is Wallace, the bewil- 
dered man whose 40-plus year of life were 
uneventful and forgettable until Dotty. 
The hapless Wallace is at the mercy of his 
own fate, almost like a Thomas Hardy 
character, until his love for Canny gives 
him a self-sufficiency—and finally, a dig- 
nity—that he’d never known. 


“T became seized with the characters,”’ 
Morris said. ‘“The longer you spend with 
people, the more you like them, even 
though they’re people with problems and 
faults. 


“Usually I feel more directed than di- 
recting. The characters suddenly sur- 
prise you. You sort of sit back and say, 
‘That’s why he did that.’”’ 


Her style has been compared to John 
Steinbeck’s and Carson McCullers’—a 
comparison a lot of publishers didn’t see 
at first. Morris almost gave up on Van- 
ished after a pile of rejection slips passed 
through her mailbox. She had been work- 
ing on other drafts of novels, but decided 
the Vanished manuscript would be the 
“easiest and quickest to sell.” 


“Tt has more commercial appeal,” she 
said. ‘‘That’s why it surprises me when 
the publisher and others refer to it as ‘lit- 
erary.’ It is literary, but...” 


But it was years before Morris found 
someone willing to take on the book. Mor- 
ris said she was surprised at how quickly 
agent Jean Naggar piqued a publisher’s 
interest. Viking released the book June 
15. 


Most of the criticism coming in the 
book’s wake has been favorable. One re- 
viewer called the ending, an epilogue told 
from Dotty’s point of view, contrived, but 
most found her voice unique and compel- 
ling and her tale a convincing one. 


“T’ve been amazed by the attention it’s 
received,’ Morris said. “I never ex- 
pected it. I’m very pleased, of course, 
when it’s positive. Any kind of (negative) 
criticism can be distressing—especially 
when you’re doing it for the first time.” 


The very first time. Although Morris 
says she’s written stories since her girl- 
hood in Rutland, Vt., Vanished is her first 
published work. 


Morris’ love of books started at an ear- 
ly age. She grew up in the Rutland home 
of another writer, Edith Dutton. “It was 
fascinating to roam in the attic. The fami- 
ly had left behind boxes and boxes of 
books,”’ she recalled. ‘‘Edith was the kind 
of thing you didn’t talk about. And she 
wrote just girls’ stories. For years, (writ- 
Ae just wasn’t the thing for women to 

On 


Times have changed. Morris studied 
English at the University of Vermont and 
the University of Massachusetts at Am- 
herst. 


For six years, she was a financial as- 
sistance social worker at the Lawrence 
Department of Welfare. Morris’ job was 
to determine if her clients were still eligi- 
ble for welfare payments. 


Those years gave her fodder for her 
stories, but, Morris said, the characters 
in Vanished aren’t based on anyone in 
particular. “‘I think when you create spe- 
cific people, you do end up with some uni- 
versal qualities,” she said. 


Vanished, like Morris’ other writings, 
started out as a longhand manuscript be- 
fore going to the typewriter for second 
and more drafts. Her family were the 
only people who know about Morris’ 
fledgling book, and they were the first to 
read it. “Their reactions pleased me; 
they all liked it,’”’ Morris said. 


Now that her readership isn’t confined 
to her household, Morris is still getting 
comments on the book, and she likes to 
know what people think. ‘I was inter- 
viewed by the Christian Science Monitor 


radio, and the woman who was doing the 
interview came out and introduced her- 
self, and then she went like this,’’ said 
Morris, strangling the air with her out- 
stretched fingers. ‘‘And she said, ‘How 
could you do that to poor Aubie?’ So I feel 
I’ve succeeded at some level.’’ 


Nowadays, when people write letters 

r phone Morris, they’re always brief. 
They talk quickly and say things like, 
‘Well, I’ll let you go; you must be busy.’ 
Nobody ever did that before.” 


Working in a study crowded with news- 
paper clippings and books, Morris has fin- 
ished the first draft of another novel. 
“The only similarity,’ says Morris, com- 
paring the new work to Vanished. “‘is that 
it’s not about happy people. It’s about a 
troubled woman.” 


With one novel behind her, Morris said 
the best piece of advice she could give 
any aspiring novelist is to persist. ‘“‘There 
are sO many times and so many ways to 
give up,”’ she said. ‘“‘You have to have a 
lot of self-confidence and confidence in 
the book.”’

‘‘An investment in energy-saving im- 
provements to your home not only saves 
you money while increasing your com- 
fort, but also helps reduce the demand on 
our nation’s energy resources,” says Da- 
vid Dow, an energy conservation special- 
ist at Action Energy. “From an 
investment standpoint, energy-conserv- 
ing improvements can be best made by 
looking at the payback over time. The 
payback period is a function of the money 
saved on a yearly basis relative to the 
initial cost of the improvement.” 

Usually measures homeowners can do 
themselves are the most cost-effective;

‘loss. Insulation paybacks based on sav- 


ings are usually five years or less. 

“The initial cost for a total heating sys- 
tem is high, but usually the homeowner 
can save 20 percent or more from his cur- 
rent energy costs by replacing an ineffi- 
cient burner or system,”’ Dow said. 

The least cost-effective measure. with 
the longest payback period, 20 years or 
more, would be replacement windows. It 
has been found that windows with storms 
are not a major source of the home’s heat 


loss. 

HEAT will pay up to $4,000 of interest 
on a loan or cover the interest costs for 
five years, whichever is less. The loan 
has to be a minimum of $1,000 and, de- 
pending on interest rates and loan terms, 
can be as high as $15,000 and still be inter- 
est-free. 

Interested homeowners are required to 
have a home energy survey. The home- 
owner is issued a prioritized shopping list 
of improvements including estimated 
costs and yearly savings. HEAT will ar- 
range the home energy survey either 
through MASS-SAVE, Bay State Gas 
Company or the local municipal compa- 
ny, whichever is appropriate. 

The HEAT interest-free loan is a way 
to take advantage of these possible en- 
ergy-savers. HEAT is being administered 
in the Andover area by Action Energy, 47 
Washington St., Gloucester 01930.

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Boston Gallery Opens Season 


The Howard Yezerski Gallery will hold 
the opening show of the gallery’s first 
season in Boston. The inaugural exhibi- 
tion will feature two one-person shows, 
Paul Shakespear: New Paintings and 
John O’Reilly: Polaroid Collages. 

Shakespear’s work is strongly linked to 
the tradition of American painting, by 
both the organic and iconographic con- 
cerns of nature and the painterly con- 
cerns of abstraction. His work 
embellishes upon key symbols and rep- 
resentative shapes, alluding to the human 
body, to small and large organisms, to 
landscape and to “‘in-scape”’ by capitaliz- 
ing on the emotive potential of the paint 
itself. 

Shakespear is a highly skilled crafts- 
man. His paintings show the beauty of 
carefully worked surfaces, undergoing 
many layers of preparation before the ac- 
tual image is complete. The result is a 
luminous surface which changes under 
various lighting and atmospheric condi- 
tions, thus underscoring even further the 
link between his work and the environ- 
ment. 

Shakespear often exploits the potential 
of ‘found objects’’ by incorporating bits 
and pieces of lead, copper and other met- 
als into his work. With the addition of the 
metals the ambiguous nature of the 
shapes and content, which allows for such 
diversified interpretation, is pushed to its 
fullest. The fragments retain their met- 
allurgical qualities, yet simultaneously 
lend their distinct properties to the paint- 
ed surface, creating for the whole an aura 


of mystery, synthesis and atmosphere. 

O’Reilly’s medium is photographic col- 
lage. From an array of polaroid shots, 
O'Reilly pieces together a new order of 
time and space in which his constant dia- 
logue with history raises many questions. 
He draws upon the entire history of art as 
a base, appropriating images by artists 
such as Michaelangelo, Picass and 
Ingres, to be cleverly manipulated for ex- 
pressive purposes. He also includes such 
diversified objects as building blocks, 
light bulbs, ladders and paper clips. Each 
tme significantly increases meaning in 
the collage, either by further creating or 
distorting the viewers perception of 
space, or in the iconographic connota- 
tions it carries to the composition. 

O’Reilly seeks to break the barrier be- 
tween image and viewer. His self-portrait 
is a tool he constantly employs, masking 
himself mentally while exposing himself 
physically. He may appear in a sacrificial 
pose or as a reflection stolen from Cara- 
vaggio. His self-portrait image may 
break through the frame of an old mas- 
terpiece, splintering glass, fragmenting 
objects and shattering ideas of good and 
bad, normal and abnormal.

SECOND FRONT. 
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Planners Seize Alden Road Bond 


Barring Appeal, Town Will Complete Street Work 


By Frank Messina 


The Planning Board voted unanimously Monday 
night to seize an expired bond for street work on Al- 
den Road and hand responsibility to complete road 
construction to the town. 

The vote pleased residents of the Sunset Rock Es- 
tates subdivision, who are also at odds with the devel- 
oper, Edmund Hammond, Jr. of Brunswick, Maine, 
over other improvements they say Hammond is re- 
sponsible for. 

Unless Hammond appeals the board’s decision in 
court, the town will use his $23,707 performance guar- 
antee to finish work on the street drainage system, 
install yard trees, patch the road surface before final 
paving and other details that need completion before 
final approval for a street acceptance can be given at 
Town Meeting. 

Several attempts have been made to reach Ham- 
mond since the bond expired in November, 1987, 
Steve Colyer, town physical planner, told the board. 
With the exception of one phone call, when Hammond 
made an unfulfilled promise to address the issue by 
letter, the developer has not contacted the planning 
department, Colyer said. 

“We have no recourse but to pull the bond,” said 


board member Michael Houghton before calling for a 
vote, ‘“‘we’re getting no other recourse or satisfaction 
(from Hammond).” The board voted 4-0, with board 
member Susan Stott absent, to take over the bond. 

The board also heard concerns over the lack of 
natural screening alongside a driveway in the subdi- 
vision that borders several backyards belonging to 
several Alden Road abuttors. 

Residents say Hammond is not interested in build- 
ing the barrier. One homeowner said he spoke to the 
developer twice on the issue. ‘“The second time he 
very abrupt” and non-committal, said the neigh- 

or. 

The screening was required under conditions im- 
posed by the planning board in 1982. The question, 
said Colyer, is whether Hammond or the property 
owner who owns the driveway is responsible for the 
screening. 

Someone ‘‘is in clear violation of (town) restric- 
tions,’ said Houghton, telling residents the town 
would make sure the landscaping is done. 

The board said they would seek a legal opinion 
from Robert Zollner, an attorney for the town, and 
placed the matter on their Sept. 6 meeting agenda. 


School Year Starts With Bang pjanners Back Burtt

This year’s school opening will have more pizazz than usual. 

Activities have been planned to celebrate opening day and the 
new grade reorganization of Andover schools. 

Starting Sept. 3, there will be signs in downtown Andover and 
posters in local stores to welcome students and faculty to anoth- 
er school year. 

A faculty buffet is scheduled for Sept. 7. Following this, local 
dignitaries, like Rep. Susan Tucker and William Scanlon, presi- 
dent of the Andover Chamber of Commerce, will gather in the J. 
Everett Collins Center to formally welcome back Andover fac- 
ulty members. 

‘All of this is hype for the new beginning and to get everyone 
excited about the changes,’’ said Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Kenneth Seifert. 

The September opening is unique because it marks the open- 
ing of a four-year high school and the two middle schools. “It’s a 
new beginning,’’ Seifert said. 

The Andover Education Association and central office decided 
to do something different this year and to get the community 
involved in the activities that mark the beginning of the school 
year. ‘We want to extend a visible welcome to students and 
faculty,”’ Seifert said. 

The new beginning—the 5-3-4 grade structure—was approved 
by the School Committee last January in response to overcrowd- 
ing problems at the elementary school level. This organization 
places students in grades one to five in the elementary schools, 
six to eight in the middle schools and nine to 12 in the high school. 

Preparations have been made to ensure a smooth opening. 

Workshops for faculty members have been held throughout 
the summer—an example is the task forces that met in July to 
prepare for the middle school openings. One group wrote a stu- 
dent and parent handbook; another focused on staff devel- 
opment. 

Information from these workshops will be disseminated to 
staff members at faculty meetings and in-service days during 
the school year. 

An orientation program for the new students at the high school 
has also been planned. Incoming ninth- and 10th-graders will 
start school Sept. 8—one day before the rest of the school—to 
become familiar with the new school. 

Andover’s educational program and the opening of the schools 
is important, according to Seifert. ‘‘We are a town that’s educa- 
tionally oriented and it’s a big event,’’ he said. 

And he says the celebration will probably become a tradition. 


Road Extension Plan 


Planning Board business is often con- 
fusing, but seldom does an issue have the 
board still shrugging their shoulders 25 
minutes into discussion as a plan to ex- 
tend Burtt Road did Monday night. 

Led by traffic and safety concerns, the 
town is backing an industrial devel- 
opment project owned by Richard Kelley 
in order to extend Burtt Road to Ballard- 
vale Street in Wilmington. 

But with the proposed road going 
through protected wetlands, some of 
which are owned by other parties, the 
planning department and Kelley’s rep- 
resentatives have been treading lightly 
through zoning bylaws to draw up a vi- 
able plan for the road extension. 

In essence, the board was asked to ap- 
prove the placement of the road and a 
cul-de-sac leading to Kelley’s industrial 
site, which the board eventually approved 
4-0, with conditions. 

The confusion entered through the 
planning department/Kelley decision to 
use a subdivision plan process for the 
road extension, even though no subdivi- 
sion is planned in the area. This process 
is the best way to map a road going 
through private property, Laura Hill, 
town planner, told the board, adding af- 
terward that no other method exists in the 
zoning bylaws. 

Also muddying the waters was a lot 
line waiver request. In a subdivision pre- 
liminary plan, lot lines and lot areas must 
be shown. However, because no subdivi- 
sion will be built, the board agreed to 
waive the lot lines until a second prelimi- 
nary plan is filed by Kelley next month. 

Conditions placed on the extension in- 
cluded a requirement that permission to 
build the road on private property is

Putting Computers 


In The Classroom 
By Julie M. Barry 

Kids going back to school this year will 
use computers to help them learn every- 
thing from French to math. 

Their teachers and administrators 
may also be using the computers to put 
out newsletters and educational reports. 

It’s all part of the second phase of the 
schools’ computer plan that will be imple- 
mented this fall. 

Computer education director Kenneth 
Kwajewski reviewed last year’s accom- 
plishments and next year’s goals at the 
School Committee meeting Tuesday 
night. 

The town of Andover alloted $1.5 mil- 
lion in 1987 to introduce technology to the 
schools and into the curriculum, 
Kwajewski said, and last year marked 
the first year of the plan. The entire plan 
includes three phases. 

“Tt has been an effort of educators to 
take technology and put it into the class- 
room,” he said. 

Phase one of the computer plan af- 
fected a wide range of students. Kinder- 
garteners participated in computer 
awareness activities; first-graders re- 
ceived training on the keyboard; third- 
graders were involved in Logo program- 
ming; eighth-graders took an applica- 
tions course that teaches students how to 
use the computer for word processing, 
spreadsheet and data base activities. 
High school students were offered similar 
application courses as well as classes in 
word processing, telecommunications 
and computer programming. 

All of these activities will continue in 
the second phase of the computer plan. 

Computer technology wasn’t only 
geared towards specific classes in com- 
puter training, Kwajewski explained. 

The technology was also used to im- 
prove existing curriculums. In phase one, 
hardware and software materials were 
added into science and speciai education 
curriculums throughout the school sys- 
tem. This integrated the use of the com- 
puter into those classes. 

This type of integration will occur in 
four more areas of study during the sec- 


ond phase, Kwajewski said.

There are several other goals outlined in the second 
phase of the computer plan, such as adding desktop 
publishing stations at the central office and high 
school to create reports, newsletters and other educa- 
tional materials and the addition of new computer 
courses throughout the school system. 

The success of the computer plan is largely due to 
the training teachers received and their willingness 

_ to participate in courses, Kwajewski said. 

Computer-related in-service courses were popular 
among teachers; a total of 166 participated in the 12 
workshops offered during the 1987-’88 school year. 
“Our teachers have received a great deal of train- 


ing,’ said’ Lois’ Haslam, assistant superintendent for. , 


curriculum and instruction. 


were trained during the summer to implement the 
second phase of the computer plan. 


Several courses were offered to teachers such as 
Wordprocessing, Creating Educational Environment 
with Logo and Appleworks Data Base and 
Spreadsheet. 

To date, about $957,000 has been spent implement- 
ing the computer plan. The bulk of the money was 
spent on hardware. Software, maintenance, supplies, 
training and salary was also part of the budget. 

“Tt’s a large investment on the part of the town,”’ 
said School Committee chairman Donald Robb. “But 
we're getting results.”

Pet Overpopulation Kills 


To The Editor Of the TOWNSMAN: 

In 1987, the Massachusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals Methuen animal shelter 
received over 8,000 animals from. Methuen and sur- 
rounding communities. So far this year, we have re- 
ceived over 4,000 animals. The months of May and 
June were very busy with almost 1,400 animals hav- 
ing been surrendered to us. Well over half were pup- 
pies and kittens. It is disturbing to remember that in 
the fall of last year we received close to 900 puppies 
and kittens and this year will bring yet another 
onslaught of homeless litters. There will never in our 
wildest dreams be enough homes for the animals that 
are already homeless, let alone those that have not 
been born yet. 

Animal shelters in this community have been bat- 
tling the tragedy of pet overpopulation for years, yet 
the number of homeless animals only grows. How can 
we compete when two reproducing cats and their off- 
spring can produce a colony of 18 million in just 10 
years time! The problem can not be solved by animal 
shelters or by the disproportionately few responsible 
pet ayers who have had their pets spayed or neu- 
tered. 

It would be nice for animal shelters to be able to 
use their talents and energies for saving some of the 
sick, injured and abused animals as well as those that 
have to be responsibly surrendered when circum- 
stance requires, instead of euthanizing thousands due 
to the amount of animals coming in daily and the 
resulting competition for homes. We can all work to- 
gether to wipe out the number one killer of shelter 
animal—pet overpopulation. 

The MSPCA, in cooperation with the Massachusetts 
Veterinary Medical Association, offers a financial as- 
sistance program for pet owners who can not afford 
standard surgery costs. Through this program, a pet 
owner can have his pet spayed or neutered for a re- 
duced fee at an MSPCA hospital or at a local partici- 
pating veterinary clinic. 

Anyone who is interested in adopting a pet may 
also call the Methuen shelter. We are always looking 
for permanent, loving and responsible homes for our 
animals.

Fighting Fear, Ignorance 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I recently returned home from vacation and caught 
up on the local news, including the recent letters in 
the Public Forum regarding the Town Meeting of 
June 20. I would now like to share my own experi- 
ences of that evening. My intent is not to aggravate 
an already difficult situation but rather it is to convey 
to you a distrubing discussion. 

Having attended my nephew’s induction into the 
Navy, I arrived late to the meeting. As this was the 
first town meeting I had attended, I was uncertain 
what to do. I stood n the rear for awhile; then the 
moderator directed us all to take a seat. Since there 
were no seats available nearby, I sat on the stairs in 
the rear center aisle. 

Seated next to me was a woman I had never seen 
before. She began speaking to me regarding the 
chaos that had been occurring for the previous two 
hours. She expressed her dismay at the length of the 
discussion and identified her desire to vote no on the 
collaborative school. She further added that had she 
‘known it would take so long she would have gone 
shopping instead.’’ She proceeded to tell me that she 
“believed that the ideas of a collaborative school was 
a Jewish conspiracy to cause trouble.’’ Continuing 
on, she noted ‘‘that her neighborhodd was split be- 
tween the Jews who favored the school and the non- 
Jews who were against it.” I strongly refuted her 
belief that the people who were in favor of the collab- 
orative school were all of the Jewish faith. 

In an attempt to justify her position against the 
collaborative school, she shared with me that she 
“had been a teacher in Lawrence for 10 years, thus 
she spoke from first-hand experience.’’ She then 
stated that ‘‘people from Lawrence are different. 
They come to Massachusetts specifically to collect 
welfare. They don’t want to better themselves.’’ She 
further admonished me that “‘it would be the ruina- 
tion of Andover—our cars would be vandalized—our 
houses would be robbed.”’ 

These excerpts give but a flavor of the conversa- 
tion. After each of her assertions, I indicated that her 
statements were false. I further pointed out that her

cans are greedy. You pass an empty lot 
on Monday, the following Monday you 
find construction. Large tracts of land are 
sold to developers. Many of these devel- 
opments cause water and sewer prob- 
lems, but we continue on until the next 
time and the next. 


Children born and raised in Andover, 
after graduating from college or getting 
married, have to move elsewhere due to 
the fact Andover apartments are over- 
priced and they can’t afford them. 

How many of you recycle in Andover, 
pick up a paper bag or can on the side- 
walk and put it in the nearest trash bar- 
rel? Not enough. On Monday, Andover got 
a clean sweep. Gov. Dukakis came to 
town. Why can’t we be clean all the time 
and not just for a dignitary? 


Now that we need new jails, state hospi- 
tals, trash plants and half-way houses, 
the towns and cities are up in arms if 
their community is picked for the site of 
one of the above mentioned. You are now 
paying for your greed. Towns and cities 
no longer have large tracts of land on the 
outskirts, where these facilities can be 
built. The last generation built on the out- 
skirts.

We have reached that 
stage.

State Park Addition 


The 23-acre Brickhouse property, 
iimmediately opposite the entrance 
to Maudslay State Park in Newbury- 
port, was acquired and made part of 
Massachusetts’ state park system. 

With important frontage on the Ar- 
tichoke River, a tributary to the 
Merrimack, preservation of the 
property was a high priority for pub- 
lic and private groups. Taking the 
lead on this acquisition was the 
Trust for Public Land, a national, 
non-profit land preservation organi- 
zation. 

The trust learned late last year 
that the Hale family’s Brickhouse 
property was being eyed for private 
development. The state wanted to 
acquire the property because of its 
proximity to the park’s entrance, 
but didn’t have the financing avail- 
able. The Department of Environ- 
mental Management approached 
the trust for assistance. TPL pur- 
chaed the property this year and 
conveyed the property to the state 
on August 12.

Audi’s use of motorsports as part of its 
overall research and development pro- 
gram is rooted in the tradition of the com- 
pany and its chairman, Dr. Ferdinand 
Piech, the nephew of the late Dr. Ferdi- 
nand Porsche, founder of the car compa- 
ny which bears his name. 


Even before Porsche began his fainous ° 


Stuttgart automotive firm, he and Audi 
had explored the relationship between 
competition and its effect on cars sold to 
the public when Porsche masterminded 
the V-12 Auto Union Grand Prix single 
seaters in the 1930s. 

Piech, who followed in his grandfa- 
ther’s footsteps by demonstrating what 
could be done in terms of development 
through racing when he was technical di- 
rector at Porsche in the late 1960s, cre- 
ated among others the fabulous Porsche 
917/30 Turbo Can Am car.

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Volvo 780 Combines Style, Drivability

I dove into the Volvo 780 Coupe and im- 
mediately headed up Highway 16. I 
zipped open the power sunroof and pre- 
pared myself for the enviable yask of 
finding out what Volvo’s most expensive 
car ever was all about. 

In the past, Volvo has always been the 
Dr. Scholls of the car industry: sensible, 
reliable, practical, comfortable and per- 
haps a tad boring. That stereotype was 
challenged with the 700 series in 1983 
which combined the luxury of, say, Bally, 
with the sportiness of a Reebok trainer. 

The 780 is the next logical progression 
for Volvo, a jump in stlye from Bally to 
Gucci. Nuccio Bertone, the famous Ital- 
ian coach builder, designed and builds the 
780’s body and interior, giving it all the 
grace and elegance it needs to compete in 
the intense luxury market. 

Ideally, the 780 and I should: have be- 
come formally acquainted on twisting al- 
pine roads just outside Turin, where 
Bertone’s factory gave birth to the car. 
My black Swedish-Italian beauty seemed 
out of place on an all-too-straight prairie 
thoroughfare. 

But daydreams of the Italian Alps and 
disgust for budget constraints were inter- 
rupted by a hay-bale- laden pick-up just 
past the Devon turn-off. Straw was blow- 
ing all over the highway and up over the 
long hood of my elegant 780. 

“How dare this cretan violate a brand 
new automotive work of art with his 
straw and dust,” I thought, somewhat 
surprised at my sudden possessiveness. 

With “‘T’ll-show-you”’ vengeance on my 
mind I signalled and pulled around the 
hay wagon in front of me. The four-speed 
automatic brought us out and past the 
pickup with a minimum of fuss. 

In fact, in very short order the 780 was 
sailing along at 130 km/h. It certainly 
didn’t seem that fast, but as we continued 
to pass several other less anti-social driv- 
ers I realized the speedometer was telling 
the truth.

It was at this point that I really came 
to know and love the Volvo 780.

ing arms, gas-filled shock absorbers and 
sway bar. It’s not the absolute state-of- 
the-art in suspensions but you would’t 
know to drive it. 

Back in the city a little while later, I 
found the ride so smooth and quiet that I 
had to keep a sharp eye on the speedome- 
ter to prevent speeding. 

Heading back home, I noticed a num- 
ber of cars slowing down to take a look at 
the 780. The car is very handsome, with 
the rectangular lines of its 700 series conf- 
reres, but with much better proportions 
and none of the slight awkwardness. 

What passers-by couldn’t see, the inte- 
rior, is equally attractive: leather Seats, 
burl-elm trim, minimalist stereo console 
and a no-nonsense, easy-to-read dash- 
board full of analogue gauges.

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Dukakis Praises Abbot’s Pond Project |

Gov. Michael Dukakis stepped off the presidential campaign 
trail long enough to dust off his boots at an Andover construction 
site Monday where he praised the Abbot’s Pond affordable hous- 
ing development and talked -with a few of the project applicants. 

“This is quality housing, folks. This is quality workmanship,” 
said Dukakis, standing in a dirt lot in front of five nearly-com- 
pleted units of the Andover Street development before a crowd of 
Andover citizens, town and state officials and members of the 
national media.

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The Andover appearance was one in a 
series of stops around the state Monday 
and Tuesday where the governor hoped to 
focus the country’s gaze on some of his 
pet social and economic programs. 


After speaking of the Andover project 
in glowing terms, Dukakis obliquely. crit- 
icized the Reagan administration; calling 
for more affordable housing to be con- 
structed throughout the nation. 

He pointed to successful federal pro- 
grams developed after World War II to 
house returning GIs and their families. 


“When the GIs came home, this country 
responded and we produced a lot of hous- 
ing,” Dukakis said. ‘We didn’t sit 
around. We didn’t wait for something to 
turn up...That was a lot of affordable 
housing because as a nation, we took our 
commitment for affordable housing se- 
riously. 

‘“That’s what we’re doing in Massachu- 
setts. Before long, I hope that’s what 
we’re doing all across America.” 

Dukakis spent time on both days of his 
Massachusetts stopover in Andover, at- 
tending a Tuesday press conference at 
the Sheraton Rolling Green Hotel regard- 
ing temporary jail facilities before mov- 
ing on to Washington, D.C. 

Dukakis met privately Monday with 
five of the 670 families applying for 14 
designated affordable units in the 49 unit

subdivision. Assisted by state subsidies, 
Picwel Builders, Inc. plan to sell the two 
bedroom condominiums for between $78,- 
000 and $100,000. A lottery scheduled for 
sometime in September will decide who is 
eligible to purchase the dwellings. 


After listening to what he described as 
growing fears and concerns overthe ex- 
pensive new home market in the Boston 
area, the governor introduced the Rev. 
Neil Olcott, pastor of the Free Christian 
Church in Andover, as spokesman for the 
applicants. 

Olcott recalled the frustrations and 
problems he and his wife encountered 
looking for an inexpensive home in And- 
over. “As we drove around the town, 
(when) I saw houses with a ‘for sale’ sign 
on it, we’d pull the car over and quickly 
jot down the number of the realtor. We'd 
say, ‘That’s only a four-room house and it 
has got to be something we can afford.’”’ 

But so far, their search has led to noth- 
ing but failure in a community where the 
average value of a home is $234,000. 

The pastor has decided there are only 
three ways to locate affordable housing in 
Andover: inherit lots of money, win Me- 
gabucks, or find a miracle. 

“As a pastor of the Free Church, I do 
believe strongly that God does still work 
miracles and I have to say...the opportu- 
nity to afford housing like this is truly a 
miracle.”
